All varieties but 
one on our list have been tested under 
northern growing conditions, and the hon- 
ors won by them testify to their worth. 
Several were not shown because they did 
not bloom in just the right time for show- 
ing, but performed well enough to warrant | 
introduction. 


The bulbs we are offering are all Flo- 
rida field grown in new land, the second 
year from bulblets. From our own obser- 
vations and tests by several northern grow- 
ers, bulbs produced under these conditions 
appear to have particular vigor under 
northern culture. 


The descriptive figures as to height, 
size, etc., are the results of trials in Ver- 
mont and, we are confident, truly reflect 
the flowers’ response to good practice. 


The stock of some of these varieties is 
very limited this year, so we must offer 
them under the condition “if unsold’. It 
would help us if you would indicate your 
choice of substitutions, if any.

A giant clear light cream with clear light 
yellow shading on inner half of lower petals and 
no inner throat markings. Petals wide but some- 
what pointed with center crease and a little 
ruffling; cream stamens. A very strong, vigorous 
plant growing spikes up to 66” high. 6%” blooms 
on a 24” to 28” head with nineteen buds. Informal 
type, wide open and well faced and attached. Five 
to six florets open and five to seven showing 
color. |

CANOPUS: Seedling of Shirley Temple x 
June Bride (C 44-14). 


Commendation Award from the Massa- 
chusetts Horticultural Society 1946. 


This is a real giant with 7” florets, and one 
spike is a show in itself. We have grown it 
over 60” tall with a 30” flower head of eighteen 
buds. Under good culture it has occasionally 
shown 8” florets. The stalk is strong and heavy. 
The wide open, creased and pointed ‘petals are 
light cream with two shades darker lip suffused 
with faint crimson. It opens with five, and five 
to seven showing color. ‘This is distinctly a home 
garden variety which will require staking, if in an 
exposed location, because of its heavy head and 
height.

A very 
strong, vigorous grower having spikes up to 53” 
with 26” head and eighteen buds. The ruffled 
florets are wide open and well faced, five inches 
across, seven open and seven to eight showing 
color. This should make a fine popular com- 
mercial.

Ruffled, round, wide open 514” to 544” florets 
on a 60” spike with 26” head and sixteen to eigh- 
teen buds. Edge of all petals are red orange 
which shades to light salmon in inner throat and 
clear light yellow on lower petals. As many as 
eight will open and six show color under good 
culture and the florets are closely attached, well 
faced on a strong, upright stalk.

It is a perfectly clear, light yellow 
with two shades darker lip and no inner throat

Five to six 
open and five to seven show color on a 50” to 54” 
spike, and head of nineteen buds. It is a good 
producer of high germinating bulblets. A recent 
development so present stock is very limited.

Florets have good texture, a 
little crinkled on the edges, wide open, well faced 
and attached. This should make a very popular 
commercial white.

The 
lower petais have a clear light yellow hp shading 
to a deep pink on the outer tips and edges. lLav- 
ender stamens. ‘lhe vigorous plants produce wide 
open, round, heavy textured, 944” florets on a 54” 
to 06” spike and 20” to 22” head of sixteen buds. 
Six open and six show color. This is strictly a 
home garden variety, which many admirers say 
is the most beautiiul giad they have ever seen. 
This opinion is our reason for introducing this 
tiower, although the bottom floret is sometimes 
weakly attached, and we are not entirely satisfied 
with the keeping quality of the bulbs.

VEGA: Seedling of Shirley Temple x 
June Bride (No. C 44-2). 


This is a sister seedling to Canopus, Agatha 
and Orion, and is a smaller edition of Canopus, 
having a little difference in the intensity of the 
cream color, so that it appears nearly white, and 
with a slightly darker shading of crimson on the 
light yellow lip. The 5%” florets are ruffled, 
fluted and pointed and of very heavy texture, 
well placed on a 56” to 65” spike, 26” to 30” flower 
head of sixteen to eighteen buds according to the 
culture given it. As many as seven have op- 
ened at once, and five to seven show color.
